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THE ORLANDO 
TORNADO

It was 12.30 Sunday afternoon 
January 28th. WB4PXX turned 
his police radio on and heard 
emergency reports of a tornado 
roaring through the Washington 
Shores section of Orlando. 
Sensing disaster in the making, 
he got on the Orlando repeater 
WB4QEL and sounded the 
alarm. All of the Arec-Races 
members who were monitoring 
the frequency stood by for duty. 

W4RHE was mobiling near 
the area where the tornado 
struck. He notified W4UJL our 
Orange County EC who, along 
with WA4WSO our Red Cross 
coordinator alerted RC officials 
and set up a Base Station at Red 
Cross Headquarters. W4RHE 
was joined by W4PAO our CD 
Radio Officer and they set up a 
Command Post with Portables 
in the disaster area and at the 
emergency shelter. 

Moving over smoothly from 
the Similated Emergency Test 
which was in its second day, to 
this real emergency, our well 
trained and experienced AREC 
Races people furnished the only 
communication between Red 
Cross headquarters and _ the 
disaster area for over 23 hours. 
Working in shifts those above, 
plus W4DNU, W4EZC, K4GA, 
WB4GIO, W4JYE, W4LSR, 
W4MPQ, WASRAH-4, K4SP, 
W4UFY, W4YSO and W4WLX 
did a very commendable job. 

As an added service W4SPX 
was dispatched to _ the 
Kissimmi-St. Cloud area, 35 
miles south of Orlando, where 
another tornado had struck. He 
furnished the only com- 
munications available between 
that area and the Orlando Red 
Cross headquarters, via 
WB4QEL the Orlando repeater.

It is 
liddish to say “‘No Filing Time.” If time 
filed is used, for good and _ sufficient 
reason, standard practice is to use GMT 
for both time and date. If you relay a 
message having a filing time, you should, 
of course, send the time as received. If you 
deliver a message having a time filed, you 
should tell the addressee what it is. It may 
mean something to him. Why else should it 
be in the message? :

Once 
again the Departments of the Army, Navy and Air Force will 
conduct communication tests between military radio stations and 
amateur radio stations to demonstrate the partnership and mutual 
respect enjoyed between the U.S. amateur radio community and 
the U.S. military. 

A “‘CW”’ receiving test will be conducted for any person capable 
of copying 25 words per minute. The ‘‘CW”’ broadcast will consist of 
a special Armed Forces Day message from the Secretary of 
Defense. The ‘‘CW”’ broadcast will commence at 20-0300 GMT with 
a ten minute CQ call for tuning purposes with the Secretary of 
Defense message commencing precisely at 20-0310 GMT as 
follows: 

WAR — Army on 4030, 6997.5, 14405; 
NSS — Navy on 4012.5, 7385, 14385 And 
AIR — Air Force on 7315, 13997.5. 

A radioteletypewriter receiving test will be conducted for any 
station possessing the required equipment. The “RTT Y”’ broadcast 
will consist of a special Armed Forces Day message from the 
Secretary of Defense. The broadcast will be transmitted at 60 
W.P.M., beginning at 20-0335 GMT with a ten minute CQ call for 
tuning purposes on above frequencies.
